Corporate services 
committee approves 
2013 tax rates

At the corporate services com¬ 
mittee meeting Monday, council¬ 
lors approved tax rates so that the 
town may levy funds to finance 
its budgets. 

Properties were reassessed by 
the Municipal Property 
Assessment Corporation in 2012, 
and market increases in assessed 
value will be phased in over the 
next four years, and as the first 
year in the phase in, the "typical' 
residential assessment value has 
increased to $349,000 from 
$338,000 in 2012. 

The 2013 tax rate, compared to 
2012, has increased $109 for the 
typical home in rural areas, and 
$144 in urban areas. 

That represents an increase of 
2.67 %. 

But of that, 2.51 %, goes to the 
region, pointed out Councillor 
Gary Zalepa. 

The increase of the town's 
portion is $6.62, or .16 %. 

Zalepa thanked the town staff 
for the good news. 

"You run a lean and mean 
machine," he said. 

The budget includes a sepa-

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Re-enactment commemorates 200th anniversary of battle

Gunshots and cannon fire 
echoed through Niagara-on- 
the-Lake over the weekend, 
as The Batde of Fort George 
re-enactment was held to 
commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the battle. 

Re-enactors from across 
North America descended 
upon Fort George for one of 
the pivotal events of the War 
of 1812. 

The two-day re-enact¬ 
ment, which took place at the 
barracks, was lined with spec¬ 
tators and though the sun 
was hot over the weekend, 
the cool breeze made for per¬ 
fect conditions for batde. 

Dressed in the navy blue 
uniform worn by U.S. forces 
during the War of 1812, Kevin 
Berman, from Clarkson, 
Mich., was one of hundreds 
of Americans who participat¬ 
ed in the 200th anniversary of 
the Battle of Fort George re¬ 
enactment ceremony on the 
weekend. 


The second day saw the 
Americans overpower the 
British Army, forcing them to 
retreat back and surrender 
Fort George. 

“I like the history, and I 
like participating," Berman 
says. "We call it living histo¬ 
ry" 

The battle that took place 
in Niagara in May 1813 is con¬ 
sidered some of the fier-cest 
fighting of the War of 1812, 
when British forces with 
native allies unsuccessfully 
attempted to stop the 
American landing on the 
shore of Lake Ontario. 

As a real-life U.S. war vet¬ 
eran, Berman is not a profes¬ 
sional actor. But the attention 
to detail—the uniforms, 
housing and modes of living 
—makes those participating 
in the re-enactment look like 
they're back in the early 19th 

During events like the re¬ 
enactment, participants stay 
in role, sleeping in tents, 
cooking on campfires and 
refraining from anything else 
modem, such as electricity. 


"It's a weekend break from 
the normal aspects of life," 
said Berman, whose wife and 
three kids joined in what he 
calls the “hobby.” But it was 
his father-in-law, Don 
Burzynski from Troy, Mich., 
who got him interested in re¬ 
enactment more than 16 
years ago. 

Burzynski is the history 
buff in the family. He says re¬ 
enacting history is the best 
way for people to leant and 
appreciate history and where 
they come from, especially if 
kids aren’t learning it in 

“There are four key battles 
in the War of 1812, and they’re 
not even teaching it in our 
schools, I found out,” he says. 

Ryerson theatre produc¬ 
tion student Kate Glen, 21, 
agrees. She says re-enacting 
history is a form of effective 
experiential learning. 

Glen was dressed in a sky- 
blue maidenly dress she says 
was worn by the female camp 
followers during the war. 
Because she was portraying 
what women did back then, 



she says her role is to cook, 
help the soldiers get dressed, 
and sew and mend things. 

“I think it is really impor¬ 


tant that people learn about 
the war,” she says. “If the war 
didn’t go the way it did, this 
part of Ontario, including 


Toronto, would be 
American."

Can you drive by 
Southbrook Vineyards 
these days without smil¬ 
ing? 

Does the sight of sheep 
grazing between the rows 
of grapevines make you 
want to pull over to snap a 
photograph? 

Of course, that's not 
why the winery on Niagara 
Stone Road has sheep 
chomping on the grass 
around its buildings and 
in the vineyards. 

From the beginning, 
winery owners Marilyn 
and Bill Redelmeier and 
lead winemaker Ann 
Sperling have been com¬ 



mitted to using biody¬ 
namic and organic meth¬ 
ods to grow their grapes 
and make their wines, and 
have received several 
awards for their methods. 

In 2008, Southbrook 
became the first winery in 
Canada to achieve both 
organic and biodynamic 
certification for 75 acres 
of vineyard and winery. 
Since then, an additional 
75 acres have received 
organic certification- 


land that is used primarily 
for pasture and for grow¬ 
ing hay for their sheep. 

The sheep roam the 
vineyards, adding fertiliz¬ 
er to the soil, and eating 
the weeds and bugs that 
might otherwise harm the 
vines and grapes, says 
vineyard manager Scott 

They also have a calm¬ 
ing energy, a calming 
effect on what is happen¬ 
ing in the vineyards, says 


Jones, much as they do for 
people who enjoy seeing 
them grazing. 

“Their calming pres¬ 
ence is inherent. They 
have that effect on people 
who drive past, we hear 
that all the time. And kids 
love to pat them - they 
seem to know to approach 
them in a quiet way,” says 

“The sheep add anoth¬ 
er element of biodiversity. 
The soil and plants live in 


as natural an environment 
as possible, and that gets 
translated into better wine 
and wine that is better for 
us to put into our bodies.” 

That’s not to say that 
wine made from other 
methods of grape-grow¬ 
ing isn’t perfecdy safe, he 
stresses, but some con¬ 
sumers prefer to drink 
wine that is made more 
naturally. 

At Southbrook, says 
Jones, "anything we have 


going on in the vineyard 
mirrors anything you’d 
have going on in life.” 

The sheep are moved 
around through the rows 
of grapes, and removed 90 
days before grapes are 
harvested, according to 
Canadian food safety 
standards.

From late summer to 
early spring, their job is 
done and they are kept at 
the back of the property, 
on land that gives them 
lots of room to graze. 

The winery keeps about 
50 ewes, with some of 
their lambs being kept as 
part of the herd, which is 
maintained at about 150 
animals. 

Their wool is sheared 
to be woven into blankets 
and sold at the winery. 
Some of the lambs are 
sold to other wineries, 
and some to local restau¬ 
rants—those which sell 
VQA wines only, says

House fire in NOTL believed to have started in flower pot

A house in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake sustained a con¬ 
siderable amount of damage 
Saturday after a fire, believed 
to have started in a flower 
pot on the back deck, spread 
into the house. 

Firefighters were called 
to the house at 1512 Four 
Mile Creek Rd. just after 2 
p.m. for reports of a deck on 

By the time they arrived 
at the scene, the blaze had 
already spread into the 
house and was burning the 
floor joists. 

Firefighters “did a really 
good aggressive attack,” said 
Niagara-on-the-Lake fire 
chief Alex Burbidge. “They 
entered from the front of the 
house and used good, 
aggressive firelighting tac- 

The fire was put out by 4 
p.m., he said. 

There was minimal struc¬ 
tural damage to the house, 


but all the windows were 
broken for ventilation and 
there was considerable 
smoke damage, Burbidge 
said. He estimated damage 
to the house and its contents 
at $250,000. 

No one was home at the 
time of the Are, and two dogs 
in the house were rescued. 

He said the fire probably 
started in a dry flower pot 

Burbidge said such fires 
are not uncommon, because 
peat — a combustible mate¬ 
rial — is a main ingredient 
in potting soil. He said an 
$800,000 fire that destroyed 
a house on Simcoe St. last 
May is thought to have start¬ 
ed in a flower pot, and the 
cause of a similarly destruc¬ 
tive $500,000 fire on 
Confederation Dr. in April is 
being ruled undetermined 
but might also have started 

“Peat in the sun will heat 
up and catch Are," Burbidge 
said.

It has been good plant¬ 
ing weather—you can 
always tell by how quickly 
the weeds reappear. 

On the topic of weeds, I 
have enquired of several 
gardeners who seem to 
have nice grass and very 
few dandelions what they 
do differently - the number 
one tip was, do not cut the 
grass too short and leave 
die clippings on the grass. 

So there it is, give it a try. 

The trees are filling in 
nicely and now the vibur¬ 
num is in full bloom, with 



when you study it I am hav¬ 
ing one more try at a 
Japanese Maple (No. 4) so I 
wfll speak to it nicely and 
hope for the best. 

This is the time to decide 
if you want to try veggies in 
amongst your flowers. 

I plant my tomatoes in 
large pots and this enables 
me to move them around, 
slowing down the ripening 
process by moving them to 
a cool shady spot, or speed¬ 


ing it up by placing them in 
a hot sunny place, so my 
harvest lasts longer. 

Now I know we do not 
need to water right now, 
but this is a good time to 
think about soaker hoses, 
which will keep the roots 
moist and avoid foliage 
problems like black spot. 

Remember to fertilize, I 
use the time release type, 
which lasts a few weeks 
.otherwise I forget 

We live in one of the best 
gardening areas in Canada, 
but that does not mean you 
have to exhaust yourself. 
Stop and enjoy the fruits of 
your labour.

Does the doctor always 
know best? 

Normally the answer is 
"Yes” But when your doc¬ 
tor orders a CT scan (com¬ 
puted tomography), does 
he really understand the 
amount of radiation your 
body receives? 

A recent report from 
theUniversityofCalifomia 
expresses concern about 
the overuse of the many 
types of scans performed 
in the U.S 

Canada is not immune 
to this problem. So what 
can patients do to protect 
themselves from needless 
radiation? 

CT scans are used to 



and injuries. Obviously, a 
three-dimensional view 
of the body saves lives. 
But the effects of radia- 
cumnlative.

Today CT scans are the 
biggest source of radia¬ 
tion of all imaging tech¬ 
nologies. 

For example, a CT scan 
of the abdomen produces 
500 times more radiation 
than a single chest X-ray 
and 1000 times that of a 


dental X-ray or bone min¬ 
eral density test. 

I wonder how many 
patients would agree to 
500 chest X-rays unless 
they were vitally impor- 

A study in the Archives 
of Internal Medicine says 
that 72 million CT scans 
were done in the U.S. in 
2007. After excluding 
those done for cancer, 
and in the last five years 
of life, researchers esti¬ 
mated these CT scans 
would cause 29,000 extra 
cases of cancer in the 
future and 15,500 deaths. 
Authorities claim that 
about one-third of CT 
scans are not needed. 

Another more recent 
report in the Public Health 
Science's Journal reas¬ 
sures women that a CT 
scan during pregnancy 
carries little or no risk to 
the fetus. But the authors 
admit that, due to the 
small number of cases 
studied, the findings 
could have a wide margin 


But what is amazing is 
the lack of knowledge 
about radiation dosage. 

The New England 
Journal of Medicine 
reported in 2007 that a 
survey of radiologists and 
emergency room doctors 
showed that 75% signifi¬ 
cantly underestimated the 
radiation dose from CT 

The Journal also report¬ 
ed that one million chil¬ 
dren in the U.S. were 
being given CT scans 
unnecessarily every year 
to diagnose appendicitis. 
It could be argued that 
ultrasound could provide 
as much information in 
diagnosing this disease. 

A few years ago anucle- 
ar engineer told me he 
had asked how much 
radiation he was receiv¬ 
ing from back X-rays. 

He was told “the same 
as you receive from a two 
hour plane trip." 


Later the engineer cal¬ 
culated it would take 
1,120 plane trips to equal 
the amount of radiation 
he had received, and that 
it would take him 28 years 
in the nuclear plant to 
receive the same dose as 
the exposure in the clinic. 

So what can patients 
do to decrease the risk of 
needless radiation? First, 
realize that some need¬ 
less CT scans are done 
because doctors worry 
about missing a diagno¬ 
sis, and then being sued. 
It's a justifiable concern 
so don’t add to it by pres¬ 
suring your doctor to do a 
CT scan just to be sure of 
the diagnosis. 

Rather, it's better to 
say, "Is this test really 
necessary?” Or “Would 
ultrasound or MRI show 
the same result?” Neither 
of these tests expose you 
to radiation. 

Be careful where you 
get a CT scan. I reported 
years ago that a survey of 
X-ray facilities in Ontario 


revealed that radiation 
exposure could vary as 
much as 90 times the nor¬ 
mal dose. 

This disparity was due 
to old machines, failure to 
test them regularly and 
inexperienced techni¬ 
cians. The report by the 
NEJM also shows that CT 
scan dosage can vary as 
much as 13 times the 
amounts cited. 

Don’t be fooled by ads 
promoting the use of full 
body scans on healthy 
people to rule out cancer, 
cardiovascular disease 
and other disorders. It's a 
very questionable proce¬ 
dure. Also, beware the 
doctor who has a finan¬ 
cial interest in a CT scan 
clinic. 

It’s the old story, 
“Caveat empor." Let the 
buyer beware, whether 
purchasing a new car or 
dealing with medical 
technology.

The Virgil splash pad 
doesn’t open for its first 
season until Saturday, but 
plans are already underway 
for the second stage of the 

Funding is key, says 
parks and recreation direc¬ 
tor Clive Buist. 

The second stage, a play¬ 
ground and a component 
for adult fitness, will go 
ahead, but the tuning will 
depend on the cost and the 
funding. 

Monday, the parks and 
recreation committee 
approved putting this year’s 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
GoldToumament proceeds 
toward the second stage of 
the park, adjacent to the 
splash pad, officiallynamed 
the Arthur Dalfen and 


Hummel Family Play Park. 

Last year’s golf tourna¬ 
ment raised almost $19,000, 
which helped fond the 
splash pad, which includes 
a pavilion, accessible wash¬ 
rooms and picnic tables. 

Arthur Dalfen and 
Rainer Hummel have both 
agreed they will put some 
money toward the second 
phase of the park. 

Without coming forward 
with a dollar amount, they 
have suggested they will 
match donations from indi¬ 
viduals. 

The Virgil Business 
Association, which came 
up with the concept of the 
splash pad, has committed 
proceeds from the 2013 
Virgil Stampede to the play¬ 
ground, but has not 
approved an amount. 

Buist, also a member of 
the Virgil Business 
Association, is looking at 
equipment for the park, 
and will have conceptuals 
and a budget to present to 
the Town once he knows 


what the community is 
contributing, he said. 

He is estimating the cost 
at somewhere in the area of 
$150,000. 

The VBA’s next meeting 
is June 18, and they will 
likely decide on a dollar fig¬ 
ure to donate to the project 
at that time. 

Then the Town will have 
a better idea of its financial 
commitment, and can 
move forward with the proj- 
ect, said Buist 

“Once everyone else is 
on board, we can ask the 
Town to come on board. 
Council will wait until they 
know what they will need to 
contribute, and the picture 
will be much clearer in 
June.” 

The adult fitness com¬ 
ponent is “an old idea that 
has been modified, and is 
catching on well,” he said, 
referring to the federal 
Participaction program that 
promoted fitness and put 
exercise components in 
public parks.

Parents aren’t always 
thrilled about split classes, 
especially not three-grade 
splits, he says. 

“I think it’s good of the 
board to try to speak to 
parents, to talk about 
options. We know the 
enrolment situation is 
dire. They want a sense of 
what kind of interest there 
is in closing the school 
and moving kids some¬ 
where else." 

There is no doubt the 
board is facing a challenge 
and is trying to work with 
the community, to do 
what is best for the par¬ 
ents, students and the 
community, he says.

Kiara Nestor hopes she’ll 

But if she does, she feels 
confident the instructions 
she received from fire pre¬ 
vention officer Ray White 
will help her save a life. 

The Grade 8 student at 
Parliament Oak, along with 
Grade 7 and 8 students from 


the three public schools in 
town, was taught recently 
how to perform CPR, or car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation, 
on somebody who has 
stopped breating. 

“You could be the person 
who helps to save a life, you 
could be a hero,” says 

Gabriel Symonds, in 
Grade 7 at Parliament Oak, 
is concerned he wouldn’t be 
strong enough to perform 
the procedure, but thanks to 
White, he would know how 
to instruct an adult. 

“If you can’t do it your¬ 
self, you an tell someone 


else how to do it, and most 
likely you could save some¬ 
one’s life," he says. 

A donation from the Virgil 
Businessmen Association 
has provided the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake fire department 
with 28 new mannequins to 
be used to teach CPR, and in 
addition to using them to 
teach volunteer firefighters, 
White has said there are 
enough mannequins for stu¬ 
dents to practise on, so he 
decided to ensure students 
receive the instruction as 
well.

Teaching students CPR 
can make a difference 
between life and death, he 
says, and children as 
young as nine years old 
can retain the basics, even 
though their physical 
strength may pose limits 
on their effectiveness. 

“Students are some¬ 
times worried that they 
won't be able to compress 
hard enough, but any 
compression is better than 
none,” said White. 

“One of the most com¬ 
mon problems when 
someone goes down is 
that people tend to stand 
around and watch. 
Immediate chest com¬ 
pressions are vital in sur¬ 
vival. After about four 
minutes, that person 
doesn’t have a lot of oxy¬ 
gen left in them." 

With each person 


trained, the likelihood 
increases that someone 
present in an emergency 
situation will know what 
do do, he said. 

“The person who isn’t 
breathing needs for you to 
act quickly,” says Nestor. 
“If you don't, you’re prac¬ 
tically killing someone." 

She says at first she felt 
anxious about the respon¬ 
sibility of saving some¬ 
one’s life. 

“But then I realized that 
hardly ever happens. If it 
does, though, I might be 
the one person who is 
there to help.” 

White says chances are, 
if you are called upon to 
help, it will be somebody 
you know. 

“But even if it’s a strang¬ 
er,” says Nestor, “you want 
to be able to help them.” 

White concentrated on 
teaching the Grade 7 and 
8 students because most 
of them would have the 


strength to carry out the 
pumping for two minutes, 
which is the recommend¬ 
ed time limit even for pro¬ 
fessionals, he says, and 
also he believes at that age 
the students have the 
maturity to understand 
the instructions.. 

Prior to 2010, compres¬ 
sions and mouth-to- 
mouth were taught as the 
traditional approach to 
resuscitating someone, 
butthathas since changed, 
he said. 

Studies showed that 
compression only is as 
effective as the traditional 
approach. 

“Most people don’t 
mind doing the chest 
compressions, but they 
were always concerned 
about catching something 
by performing mouth-to- 
mouth,” said White. 

The actual chance of 
catching a disease from 
mouth-to-mouth is almost 


non-existent, he said, and 
mouth guards can be pro¬ 
vided. 

“Sometimes the kids 
are worried about doing 
the compressions wrong 
and hurting that person 
more. That person is 
already dead without the 
help, as long as you behave 
sensibly and do your best 
that’s all you can do.” 

People who perform 
CPR to the best of their 
abilities are protected by 
the Good Samaritan Act. 

The mannequins 
donated to the Are depart¬ 
ment each cost around 
$125. 

Here is a step-by-step 


guide for CPR: 

1. Call 911 or ask some¬ 
one else to do so. 

2. Try to get the person 
to respond; if he doesn’t, 
roll the person on his or 
her back. 

3. Start chest compres¬ 
sions. Place the heel of 
your hand on the center of 
the victim’s chest. Put your 
other hand on top of the 
first with your fingers 
interlaced. 

4. Press down so you 
compress the chest at least 
two inches in adults and 
children and 1.5 inches in 
infants. 

"One hundred times a 
minute or even a little 


faster is optimal,” White 
says. (That’s about the 
same rhythm as the beat 
of the Bee Gee’s song 
Stayin’ Alive.) 

5. Ifyou’re been trained 
in CPR, you can now open 
the airway with a head tilt 
and chin lift. 

6. Pinch closed the 
nose of the victim. Take a 
normal breath, cover the 
victim’s mouth with yours 
to create an airtight seal, 
and then give two, one- 
second breaths as you 
watch for the chest to 

7. Continue compres¬ 
sions and breaths - 30 
compressions, two breaths 
- until help arrives.

Driving from Niagara- 
on-the-Lake to Niagara 
Falls, Danny Lamb passes a 
graffiti message on a wall 
that calls out to him. 

It is just the right mes¬ 
sage for a summer tour the 
young musician and his 
friend, Jay Baty, have 
labeled A Song a City, 
beginning in Dublin, 
Ireland, and making their 
way to Turkey, where Lamb 
will be attending the annu¬ 
al conference of the 
International Federation of 
Hydrocephalus/Spina 
Bifida. 

Lamb has had growing 
success as a musician—he’s 
toured Ontario and self-re- 
leased two albums with his 
band Mrs. Johnston, which 
includes Baty. 

But success doesn’t 
come easily for the Brock 
University graduate, who 


grew up in St. Davids, and 
now gives voice lessons out 
of his home studio. 

At the age of three, he 
was diagnosed with two 
conditions known as hydro¬ 
cephalus, or water on the 
brain, and spina bifida 
occulta, both on the mild 
end of the spectrum. 

He has lived since then 
with a shunt that allows the 
spinal fluid to drain, and 
has had three surgeries to 
correct problems that have 
arisen in the intervening 

His condition has creat¬ 
ed some difficulty learning, 
he has problems with short¬ 
term memory, some diffi¬ 
culty with organizations 
skills, and has had to learn 
strategies to deal with his 
condition. 

He has to work hard to 
accomplish what might 
come easy to others—but 
since being named the 
Ontario ambassador for the 
Hydrocephalus/Spina 
Bifida Association, he has 
come know many others 

ly affected by the condition, 
and who have shown him 
how fortunate he is. 

"I have seen so many 
kids so much worse that 


me. The range of the condi¬ 
tion is great" 

Although it’s not visually 
evident, he deals with the 
results of the condition on a 
daily basis, he says. 

He has come to the con¬ 
clusion that his musical 
ability is a way to shed some 
awareness of the condition, 
to have people listen to his 
message. 

“I’ve come to under¬ 
stand the power of music, 
and its ability to touch peo¬ 
ple who need to be touched. 
Music is a powerful tool 
that can do so much.” 

He has also come to the 


conclusion, he says, “that 
there’s music, and then 
there’s this condition. 
Maybe there is a reason my 
condition isn’t too severe. I 
have the ability to speak up, 
and for whatever reason, 
people seem to listen.” 

His love of music has 
taken him to international 
conferences around the 
world from Uganda, Africa 
to Stockholm, Sweden. He 
co-wrote a song,with his 
band Mrs. Johnston, called 
The Simple Things, record¬ 
ed by Mark Lalama, musi¬ 
cal director of Canadian 
Idol.fortheHydrocephalus/ 


Spina Bifida of Ontario, 
which became somewhat 
of an anthem for the orga-

Song, A City tour, en route 
to Turkey where he'll be 
conducting a music work¬ 
shop, he and Baty will write 
one song on each of their 
stops: Dublin, Ireland:

In the 1800s Niagara- 
on-the-Lake looked like a 
far different place. 


Today, people may not 
realize the importance of 
recording the history of 
early villages, but author 
Margaret Ferguson 
believes they play a vital 
role in our heritage. 

Her passion for history 
is driving her to write a 
book caGed Homer, The 
Village that Kept Moving 
Down the Road. 

The book, which is still 
in the works, is a history of 
Homer Village, which 
used to be called the 
Upper Ten when it was 
first settled on the cross¬ 


roads of the 10-mile creek 
and the Indian Trail (now 
Queenston Rd.), says 
Ferguson. 

The location was per¬ 
fect during the 1900s until 
the fourth Welland Ship 
Canal carved Homer into 
two parts, the Queen 
Elizabeth Way cut off 
much of the southern sec¬ 
tion, the airport was 
moved to its present loca¬ 
tion and the building of 
the Garden City Skyway 
over the canal caused the 
destruction of many hous¬ 
es below and the razing of 


St. George’s Church. 

Much of the land was 
expropriated for the new, 
larger canal that never 
materialized. 

At that time it seemed 
everyone wanted a piece 
of the little village, says 
Ferguson. 

When Homer Village 
was still known as Upper 
Ten, it had about 20 
homes, with a school, two 
churches, a burial ground, 
two hotels—one with a 
stagecoach stop—a store, 
a racetrack, a wagon-mak¬ 
er, carpenters, two black¬ 


smiths and many farms 
clustered around the Ten 
Mile Creek area. 

“Even Shipman’s 
Corners (later St. 
Catharines) was about the 
same size in the early days 
until the canal was built. 
By 1859 it boasted a post 
office with the name 
changed to Homer. So far 
no one seems to know why 
the Greek name of Homer 
was chosen,” said 
Ferguson. 

The Village of Homer 
would now be somewhere 
around White Oaks and 


the new Glendale outlet 
mall under construction. 

“It’s hard to tell, but 
according to early maps of 
the schools Glendale 
would be in the Homer 
Boundary,” she said. 

Not only do these early 
villages have an important 
place in our heritage, they 
become a social history as 
well. 

“This would be lost to a 
future generation if no one 
wrote it down or saved old 
photos,” said Ferguson.
